As it is our 
Intereft to keep up a Ferment in the North, no Pains 
will be {pared to engage the Emprefé of Ruflia to act 
offenfively againft Denmark, in cafe his Danith Majefty 
does not delitt from his Pretenfions upon Holftein ; be- 
caufe it is forefeen, that fach a Meafure mut unavoid- 
ably embroil the Czarina with fome of the Allies of the 
Court of Vienna. It is, however, with no {mall Dif- 
picafure, that we learn the beft Part of the Ruffian Court 
snd Senate ate waratly attached to the Englith lo- 
rereft; and make no Scruple of faying publickly, That 
from the War in Years ago, and the fate 
War again Swedea, they sre well fatisfied it 
is in the Power of France to do them Hurt ; but thar 
they have never bitherto been able to find out what 
Benefits could accrue from a French Alliance. But it 
is hoped, that the Marquis de la Chetardie will fet 
them right in this Particular, and procure the Ratifi- 
cation of the Treaty of Commerce tormerly concluded 
between this Court and that of Petersburgh. 
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Letters from Madrid feem to intimate the contrary. 
His Excellency is known to be entirely in the Senti- 
ments of the prefent Prime Minifter to his Catholick 
Majefty, who 1s very far from relying implicitly on 
the Affurances given him by the ae of Reanes, 
our Ambaffador ; a8 appears by the feveral Memoria's 
fent to the Prince de-Camago Florido ready drawa, and 
which are worded in the frongeft Terms poffible. Io 
one, which he received three Weeks it was faid, 
That while immenfe Sums of Ready were fent 
from Spain for the Supply of the Army in Savoy, bis 
moft Chriftian Majefty had done very little, or nocbi 

‘to enable that Army to anfwer the Ends for which it 
was employed ; but under different Pretences, had de- 
layed the Succours of all Kinds, which had been over 
and over folemnly promifed ; which made it indifpen- 
'fibly neceffary for his Catholick Majefty to demand a 
' precife Anfwer to the feveral Particulars contained in 
Memorial, which turned chiefly upon thefe three 
Points. Firt, Whether a Squadron of French Ships 
would be ready by the 1ft of February to ſai with che 
Spanifh Fleet in Toulon ? Next, Whether 16 or more 
Buttalions would embark for his Catholick Majefty’s 
Service, when that Squadron fhould be ready to fail? 
And, laftly, Whether the French Court was refolved to 
declare War sgainft the King of Sardinia ? As the 
Count de Montijo has fixed a Day for his Departure for 
Frankfort, and as that Minifter feems tobe as much 
confided in by the Emperor, as by the King his Mafter, 
we doubt, if he has not received amp e Satisfaction to 
all thefe Points, whetber, upon bis Return shitber, 
Things will not take a new Torn ; the rather, decaule 
the Emperor prefied the Payment of his Sabfidies
